CHAPTER  HOUSES 


NINE  and  a  half  million  dollars  invested  in  women's  fra¬ 
ternity  houses;  an  average  investment  of  $1,360  for 
each  of  the  6,885  girls  they  are  built  to  accommodate. 
These  facts  are  from  the  Survey  on  cost  of  fraternity  life  and 
fraternity  housing  prepared,  at  the  request  of  the  nineteenth 
National  Panhellenic  Congress,  by  Miss  Gachet,  Alpha  Omicron 
Pi,  and  presented  to  the  twentieth  congress,  meeting  in  Boston 
last  February.  The  survey  was  made  through  a  questionnaire 
for  which  the  women’s  fraternities  cooperated  by  each  as¬ 
sembling  information  about  its  own  chapter  houses. 

It  is  Kappa  Alpha  Theta’s  happy  privilege  to  present  ex¬ 
cerpts  from  this  survey  as  the  major  part  of  this  article. 

The  survey  had  two  main  purposes:  the  securing  of  informa¬ 
tion  that  might  be  valuable  to  fraternities  in  meeting  criticisms 
of  the  fraternity  system,  and  in  planning  building  programs. 
“  Along  the  lines  covered  by  the  survey  problems  of  fraternities 
are  not  only  similar  but  practically  identical,  so  it  was  felt  that 
each  would  find  generally  useful  ....  data  on  how  other 
fraternities  had  solved  similar  problems.”  The  survey  is  divided 
into  three  sections:  building  costs,  living  expenses,  operating 
costs. 

It  covers  chapter  houses  in  124  colleges,  and  includes  figures 
for  from  297  to  432  chapter  houses.  While  data  about  every 
chapter  house  on  every  campus  was  not  at  hand,  there  was 
data  for  a  majority  of  houses  on  each  campus,  so  it  seems  fair 
to  consider  the  figures  as  representative.  The  chief  exceptions 
to  completeness  are  the  absence  of  information  regarding  (1)  Chi 
Omega,  which  did  not  cooperate  in  the  survey ;  (2)  Delta  Gamma, 
which  requested  omission  of  figures  as  a  misunderstanding  led 
to  incomplete  returns;  (3)  Alpha  Delta  Theta,  which  owns  no 
chapter  houses  as  yet;  (4)  Northwestern  university  houses, 
which  were  not  completed  when  the  survey  was  made.  Data  for 
the  survey  ended  with  June,  1927,  since  which  date  a  good  many 
chapter  houses  have  been  built  or  purchased. 


Building  Costs 

The  purpose  of  this  section  “the  determination  of  the  in¬ 
vestment  of  the  fraternities  per  girl  housed  in  their  chapter 
houses.  Because  the  investment  of  the  fraternities  was  desired, 
not  the  present  valuation  of  property  owned,  the  figures  used

are  ....  valuation  figures  at  time  of  purchase  of  land  and  house 
(with  costs  for  extensive  remodeling  or  rebuilding  added)  and 
the  insurance  valuation  of  furnishings.  While  the  insurance 
valuation  of  furnishings  would  be  somewhat  lower  than  the 
actual  investment,  it  was  felt  they  would  be  more  reliable  figures 
than  could  be  secured, ’  ’  if  estimates  were  made  by  present  mem¬ 
bers  as  to  cost  of  furnishings  long  in  the  house. 

The  297  houses  included  in  this  section  are  situated  in  all 
parts  of  the  country,  and  some  of  them  on  practically  every 
campus  where  chapter  houses  are  maintained.  (Failure  to  in¬ 
clude  every  house  on  every  campus  is  due  to  non-appearance 
of  requested  data.)  All  possible  information  was  used  and 
seemingly  unreconcilable  discrepancies  on  one  campus  were  ad¬ 
justed  through  a  second  call  for  data. 

The  date  when  property  acquired  affects  figures  because  of 
fluctuating  building  and  real  estate  costs. 

A  rough  average  of  purchase  years  is  included  as  indicative 
of  the  time  of  greatest  activity  in  chapter  house  building. 

The  figures  on  fireproof  construction  are  only  generally  true, 
for  a  stucco  house  may  be  fireproof,  and  a  brick  or  stone  one 
not  really  fireproof. 

Geographical  grouping  is  used  because  climatic  conditions 
materially  affect  building  costs,  as  do  location  in  city  or  village 
affect  real  estate  costs. 

The  table  of  geographical  groupings  includes  all  colleges  with 
chapters  of  National  Panhellenic  fraternities,  though  some  of 
them  do  not  have  any  chapter  houses.  A  check  of  this  list  with 
the  tables  following  will  show  where  fraternity  houses  are  not, 
and  also  where  there  are  fraternity  houses,  but  none  owned  by 
fraternities.  Both  of  these  college  groups  will  decrease,  as 
chapters  build  or  buy,  and  as  campus  after  campus  is  opened 
to  chapter  houses  as  an  aid  in  solving  the  ever  growing  problem 
of  student  housing.

Pi  Beta  Phi  has  the  largest  investment,  divided  among  33  houses: 
Theta ’s  investment  is  next  largest.  Alpha  Chi  Omega,  Delta  Delta  Delta, 
Kappa  Kappa  Gamma,  and  Pi  Beta  Phi  houses  care  for  more  girls  than 
do  Theta  houses.  Theta  Upsilon  and  Beta  Phi  Alpha  houses  have  more 
invested  per  girl  housed  than  has  Theta,  whose  average  is  $110  above  the 
general  average — and  yet  a  number  of  Theta  chapters  are  inadequately 
housed  even  yet.

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The  starred  colleges  in  Table  4  are  where  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  owns 
houses.  Theta  chapters  at  Drake,  Florida  State,  Michigan  State,  and  Nevada 
also  live  in  chapter  houses,  though  rented  ones.  Colleges  not  included  in  the 
table  where  Theta  lives  in  chapter  houses  are — South  Dakota,  Pittsburgh, 
California,  S.B.  and  William  and  Mary,  where  as  yet  no  fraternity  owns 
a  house;  and  Northwestern  and  Arizona  where  owned  property  secured 
since  survey  made. 

To  bring  the  figures  for  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  up-to-date  the 
following  additional  information  is  offered. 

Theta  now  owns  34  chapter  houses — the  six  built  since  the 
survey  are  in  the  following  table.

In  addition:  Gamma  is  ready  to  build  a  new  house  because 
the  old  house  is  inadequate  and  Butler  college  is  moving  to  the 
other  side  of  Indianapolis,  and  Chi  is  building  a  new  house  as  its 
house  was  destroyed  by  fire  last  March. 

The  new  Butler  house  will  represent  a  total  investment  of 
$63,600  and  will  accommodate  26  girls ;  the  old  house  cost  $10,000 
and  housed  12  girls. 

The  house  building  at  Syracuse  will  represent  an  invest¬ 
ment  of  $73,500  and  house  26  girls.  The  old  house  cost  $25,000 
and  accommodated  25  girls. 

The  additional  investment  in  these  two  houses  is  $102,100, 
which  makes  a  total  investment  in  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  houses 
of  $1,095,600. 

Two  Theta  chapter  houses,  at  Stanford  and  Vermont,  are 
clear  of  all  debt — the  first  having  paid  for  itself  through  rent, 
the  second  having  been  cleared  of  the  last  $5,000  mortgage 
through  the  generosity  of  an  alumna  who  burnt  the  mortgage 
at  the  1928  Commencement  reunion  in  appreciation  of  the  high 
scholarship  and  general  fine  spirit  of  the  present  college  chap- 
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ter.  (Three  other  chapters,  Delta,  Psi,  Omega,  have  had  hom^s 
free  of  debt,  which  were  used  as  base  for  financing  present  fine 
homes. ) 

Not  included  in  the  survey  are  the  four  lodges,  or  club  houses 
owned  by  Theta  chapters  in  colleges  where  real  chapter  houses 
are  either  prohibited  or  impracticable.  These  serve  as  social 
centers,  though  no  one  lives  in  them.  They  are  Beta  Beta's 
lodge  at  Randolph-Macon,  investment  $1,700;  Alpha  Eta's  lodge 
at  Vanderbilt,  investment  $4,500;  Alpha  Beta's  lodge  at  Swarth- 
more,  investment  $10,000;  and  Beta  Eta’s  house  at  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  investment  $10,000.  Investment  in  four  lodges  $25,700, 
an  average  of  $6,425. 

Total  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  investment  $1,121,300. 

Living  Expenses 

This  section  4 ‘was  designed  to  show  the  additional  expenses 
incurred  if  a  girl  joined  a  fraternity.  While  it  is  doubtful 
if  these  figures  are  entirely  accurate,  it  is  believed  they  are 
not  far  from  the  facts  and  that  the  claim  these  averages  set 
up — that  it  costs  only  about  $9  a  month,  everything  included, 
to  be  a  fraternity  woman — is  probably  true.  The  additional 
cost  of  living  in  a  chapter  house  instead  of  a  dormitory  appears 
to  be  $4  per  month,  with  an  average  $5  per  month  additional 
expenses  to  cover  extras  involved  in  fraternity  life.  The  in¬ 
teresting  fact  that  the  increase  in  expense  is  so  uniform  in 
the  several  geographical  districts  tends  to  verify  the  figures." 

There  was  frequently  great  variance  in  the  information  fur¬ 
nished  as  to  dormitory  charges  on  the  same  campus,  which 
seems  to  indicate  such  information  was  more  difficult  to  obtain 
than  had  been  anticipated. 

In  the  questionnaire  “extras"  was  defined  to — “include 
laundry,  assessments  for  social  purposes,  student  organization 
dues,  but  not  tuition,  laboratory  fees,  costs  of  books,  or  per¬ 
sonal  expenses  such  as  clothes,  theaters,  etc."  For  fraternity 
girls  the  year's  estimate  was  to  “include  one-fourth  initiation 
and  pledge  fees,  one-fourth  cost  of  plain  badge,  chapter  and 
pledge  dues,  together  with  obligatory  national  dues  or  subscrip¬ 
tions,  and  payments  on  house  notes." 

Miss  Gachet  says  of  the  figures  for  “extras"  in  the  tables: 
“these  should  not  be  considered  as  reliably  accurate,  for  the  data 
varied  so  widely  that  it  is  felt  certain  that  in  many  cases  what 
was  called  for  was  not  understood.  When  monthly  extras  were 
given  in  such  obviously  incorrect  figures  as  $40,  or  fifty  cents, 
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the  data  was  discarded."  Because  of  the  large  number  of  re¬ 
plies  it  is  probably  true  though  that  the  final  averages  come 
ntar  the  facts. 

Miss  Gachet's  figures  for  the  different  sections  of  the  coun¬ 
try  are  most  interesting  as  confirming  the  general  impression 
as  to  where  college  is  most  expensive.  Incidentally,  it  is  in¬ 
teresting  to  note  that  high  tuition  fees  prevail  where  living  ex¬ 
penses  are  higli  too.

Miss  Gachet's  survey  also  has  tables  showing  the  average 
expenses  in  the  chapter  houses  of  each  fraternity;  and  tables 
by  districts  for  expenses  at  each  college.  For  the  purposes  of 
this  story  it  seems  sufficient  to  give  the  average  expenses  in 
Thetas  own  houses,  and  to  combine  the  colleges  in  one  table, 
alphabetically  arranged.  If  any  one  is  deeply  interested  in  a 
geographic  comparison  for  such  details,  they  can  make  their  own 
tables  from  this  general  one. 

The  average  cost  of  board  and  room  in  41  Kappa  Alpha 
Theta  chapter  houses  was,  in  1926-27,  $42,00  a  month,  divided 
thus — room  rent,  $13.57;  board,  $28.43.  The  average  * 4 extras' ' 
reported  as  spent  by  Thetas  was  $8.36. 

This  next  table's  figures  are  of  interest  in  comparison  with 
the  costs  of  a  college  education,  as  presented  at  Theta's  1928 
convention  by  the  then  Scholarship  fund  committee,  now  known 
by  the  more  accurate,  if  formal,  title  of  "Kappa  Alpha  Theta's 
loan  and  fellowship  fund  committee."

Operating  Expenses 

This  section  was  “planned  with  the  idea  of  setting  up  gen¬ 
eral  averages  ....  as  a  sort  of  yardstick  in  judging,  ”  the  effi¬ 
ciency  of  chapter  house  management;  and  as  a  help  to  new 
chapter  house  experimenters.  “It  was  also  planned  to  estab¬ 
lish  some  facts  as  to  the  so-called  extravagance  in  rushing . 

The  general  average  for  rushing  is  $195,  and  for  other  social 
expenses,  $355  per  year.  With  an  average  of  24  girls  in  a 
chapter  house  this  represents  an  expenditure  per  girl  of  $23  for 
the  year,  or  $2.50  per  month.  As  every  chapter  has  girls  living 
outside  the  chapter  house,  who  share  in  all  social  expenses,  the 
average  per  girl  is  probably  less  than  this.  Even  these  figures 
hardly  seem  to  justify  the  term  extravagant. ’ ’ 

Data  for  this  section  was  received  concerning  432  chapter 
houses,  but  because  of  different  systems  of  bookkeeping — and 
some  practices  that  hardly  deserve  the  name  “ system' 9 — the 
returns  were  difficult  to  correlate  and  many  of  the  figures  of 
doubtful  accuracy. 

In  70  houses  no  chaperon  salary  was  reported,  and  in  a  good 
many  other  instances  it  was  indicated  that  “room  and  board’ ’ 
were  the  only  salary.  The  average  chaperon  salary  for  84  per 
cent  of  the  houses  was  $340  per  year,  or  $37.50  per  month,  on  a 
nine  month’s  college  year  basis.  In  37  per  cent  of  the  houses, 
the  chaperon  also  acted  as  manager;  while  in  55  per  cent  of 
the  houses,  one  of  the  members  was  the  manager,  usually  re¬ 
ceiving  at  least  her  board  for  such  service;  6  per  cent  of  the 
houses  were  managed  by  special  housekeepers,  each  of  whom 
had  charge  of  several  houses  on  one  campus. 
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The  survey  showed  that  Panhellenic  governed  rushing  ex¬ 
penses  on  fewer  campuses  than  was  anticipated.  There  was  a 
surprising  variance,  sometimes  of  several  hundred  dollars,  in 
the  rushing  expenses  of  different  fraternities  on  the  same  cam¬ 
pus.  As  before  noted  the  rushing  expense  average  for  432 
chapters  was  $195;  the  largest  average  was  in  the  Western  dis¬ 
trict,  $225 ;  and  the  lowest  in  the  Southern,  $145. 

Food  costs  necessarily  vary  in  different  sections,  though  the 
variation  is  not  as  large  as  expected:  the  largest  outlay,  in  the 
Northwest  Central  district,  averaged  $3,180;  the  smallest,  in  the 
Southern  district,  averaged  $2,460 ;  the  average  for  all  432  houses 
was  $2,815  for  the  year.  To  experienced  housekeepers  these 
figures  seem  too  small  to  be  accurate. 

Wages  for  service  averaged  $995  a  year:  the  smallest  figure 
coming  from  the  Southern  district,  $570 ;  and  the  largest,  from 
the  Northwest  Central  district,  $1,060.  It  is  strongly  suspected 
that  most  of  the  replies  did  not  include  the  cost  of  board,  often 
given  as  wages  to  waiters,  etc. 

Items  for  heat,  light,  and  general  house  expenses  were  re¬ 
ported  in  such  varied  forms  as  to  have  little  general  significance. 

Rent  on  owned  property  represented  the  payment  to  the 
corporation  holding  title  to  the  chapter  house,  so  provided  up¬ 
keep,  interest,  repairs,  and  payments  on  mortgage,  or  retirement 
of  bonds  or  stock.  For  houses  rented  from  individuals,  the  outlay 
was  rent  pure  and  simple,  with  no  future  gain  for  the  chapter. 
The  general  average  of  rent  was  $1,990  per  year.  In  some  of  the 
larger  universities,  where  are  the  newest  houses,  housing  the 
most  girls,  rents  averaged  over  $3,500  per  year.  The  lowest 
recorded  rent  was  $550  per  year.  Of  course,  the  larger  rents 
include  the  larger  payments  on  property  too,  and  because  those 
houses  hold  more  girls,  do  not  make  a  larger  rent  item  per  mem¬ 
ber.  The  average  rent  per  girl,  the  country  over,  is  approxi¬ 
mately,  $14.00  a  month. 

On  the  whole  a  most  interesting  and  helpful  study  is  Miss 
Gachet’s.  Now  for  a  survey  that  will  reveal  the  multiplicity  of 
plans  whereby  the  building,  or  buying,  of  chapter  houses  is 
financed,  and  show  fraternity  alumnae  which  are  the  best  plans 
for  their  “unusual”  conditions.
